I picked up a not too shabby Vibroplex Original at a hamfest alittle 

while back. Chrome-plated everything, black wrinkle base, red-lacquered 
"bug" emblem. Substitute small screw for the thumbscrew on the 

speed weight (so it sends too fast) and handmade plastic replacement paddle. 


Dot contacts do not make well at all,a t least not on the low voltage 
applied by an AMECO sandy-state CPO. (Maybe I should borrow a Valiant 

to cleanthsoe contacts, eh?) Seriously, should I use some fine sandpaper 
or emery cloth on the contacts, or are these silver-plated and I should 
just use heavy paper soaked in Freon or something to clean them? 


Bad enuf to sandpaper the KWM2 relay contacts before readint hte manual, 
why bugger up a bug?

At age 13, I was invited to the home of a local ham who offered to 
help me learn morse code for the Boy Scout radio merit badge. The 
guy was a CPA and it was April, so before the rig had warmed up, he 
got called out to do someones taxes... 


Combine a a13 year old ham-wannabe, KWM-2, 30L1, and a lack of adult 
supervision, and before long, I'd figured out what the knob labeled 
"VOX" meant! Scared the bejeezus out of me when that T/R relay 
clicked - I lived about 50 miles from the Grand Island FCC Monitoring 
Station and I figured the fed's would be at the door within the hour! 


The mic on this KWM-2 was a Collins boom mic, and because of this 
early trauma, I never did like it much! Of course, the "real" Collins 
mics came from Cedar Rapids - Turner Microphone Co. Aside from the 
desk mikes that bring big bucks from collectors, Turner made a really 
spiffy hand mike in a brushed chrome case which I think was sold by 
Turner as model SR-90D. I've not seen a Collins version, but I'm 
sure they'd be pricey. But the neat thing is that other companies 
also sold them. This mic was standard on the Polycom 6 and 2 

(and maybe CB) rigs, and Hammarlund sold them for use with their 
"Outercom" line of VHF FM equipment. Personally, I think the chrome 
mike with the "H" logo on the back is even cooler than "winged" 

or "round"! If you dig around hamfests, these can be found for 

$10 or so, radio included. Put the radio on a BA VHF freq. and

Ummm, some fuzzy thinking there. 


In the R-388, the STANDBY position only removes B+ from the 3rd IF 
tube. It has no other function, and 95% of the receiver doesn't know 
if it's in STBY or ON. 


A delay circuit in the B+ is pointless. The supply uses a 5V4 
rectifier which is a heater/cathode type with the usual 11 second 
warmup. There is no B+ at switch-on. The B+ ramps up slowly, and 
doesn't start until the rest of the tubes are starting to conduct. I 
checked it out on mine with a voltmeter and a watch. No voltage until 
about 8 seconds into warmup, and then the B+ only went up to it's 
normal voltage, not a lot higher, telling me that the rest of the radio 
was conducting and putting close to the normal load on the supply. If 
the point of delaying B+ is to avoid cathode stripping and grid 
emission due to a cold cathode, the 5V4 rectifier already takes care of 
that. (Do those problems even happen in receiving tubes or with B+ 
under 1KV?) 


Why did that last contract put these mods in? Who knows, but I don't 
think it makes much sense. Remember, if everything in the mil-hdbk was 
true, pigs could fly. 


Warm it up in Standby if you want, it won't hurt anything, but I think 
it accomplishes zilch. 


Now, if there was a mod to keep these sets from frying the power 
tranny, that would be different! My parts junker came with a 
replacement already in it, and the one in the set I fixed was burnt 
out. Are these things a little unreliable?

Sounds like there may be a problem, especially if you have to back off 
the RF gain control on all AM signals to eliminate distortion. 


Both of my units had a number of gremlins in the AGC department. The first 
unit now has a completely different AGC setup and a combination product 
detector and sync detector installed, and exhibits no overload symptoms up to 
250mv input. (Well, there are observable 2nd/3rd order products, but the set is 
usable as a selective voltmeter when desired. <Grin>) 


My second unit is still pretty much stock, but I need to investigate the 
detector circuit a bit more closely. With the detector diode driven to any 
more than -8 volts recovered DC, the distortion products ramp up. 


Has anybody noticed that the 390A applies AGC voltage to the supressor grids in 
addition to the control grids? I've seen supressor gain control in AF audio 
compression circuits, but know of no other commercial receiver design that 
applies control voltage to both grids in the IF stages. Someday I'd like to 
breadboard a stage to see what is gained with this setup. Increased AGC 
control range, lower noise, more instability vs. grounded supressors, etc?

I would say there are some problems in the set. AVC should not be slow. 
Likewise, the RF gain should not be touchy if the signal is not changing 
too much in level. (That's why I modify some receivers, like my SP-600 
by adding a product detector). My Sp-600 also had a © to 10 knob on the 
BFO and it looked original. Fair Radio has the correct knob which has 0 
in the center and goes to + and -3 on each side. The drift sounds 
excessive, however mine has taken to drifting more lately, even with a 
change in signal strength, which it didn't used to do. I think there was 
some discussion here about the HF osc tube. Maybe someone can refresh us 
as to what was said. My SP-600 was quite stable - one of the main 

reasons I got one. Nothing I hate more than drift! Make sure your BFO 

is indeed in the middle of the IF passband when it is center of rotation. 
As to selectivity, remember that this type of xtal filter does not have 
steep skirts like a mechanical filter does. Even on the narrowest xtal 
position, you will hear stations a few kc off to the side, but they should 
be many dB down. You should have a definite narrow peak when the signal 
is in the xtal passband.

OK, in order of desirability: SM-3, SM-2, SM-1, if you're trying to 

keep it all Collins....but, I wonder why I have heard some of the 

SM-2's and 3's with Heil elements? ;-))Plus, the SM-3 mike seems to have 
more audio "shaping" compared to the SM-2, it has a 200 to 3,000 cps 
response range. The SM-2 is listed as having a 50 to 13,000 cps. 


Probably better performing mikes are the ElectroVoice 676, 664, and 
636 models. 


The 676's have a switch that attenuates frequencies 

100hz and below by ©, 5, or 10db. This switch was designed for PA 
use initially, but, the period ham mags really had good ads from EV 
on this mike....I run one with 5db of attenuation on my HF-380 and 
KWM-2 and consistantly get complements on the audio. I have this 
mike on an Atlas stand that I drilled a hole in the base and 
installed a PTT pushbutton....this mike is probably much higher in 
quality than the Turner offerings.... 


The 664 was promoted in the early ‘60's in full page ads in QST as 
the best microphone for SSB with price being no object. EV touts the 
flat frequency response and the cardioid response pattern as being 
important for VOX operation....I use one of these on the Swan twins 
and get good reports on these, too. The 664 ON-OFF switch can be 
wired to key the transmitter giving you the ability to use VOX or 
PTT. 


I use a 636 on the OMNI-V and there is not much difference in reports 
between it and the TT desk mike, I want to try one of the 664's on 
this radio and see how it does. I have also wired this mike's 

switch to give PTT capabilities. 


The original SM- series of microphones for the S-line were made by 
Turner and are probably the only mikes they made that I would 
recommend. It is only my personal opininon that the EV mikes are 
superior to the Turner ones... 


The D-104, though, is not a bad mike at all for the KWM-2, 


non-amplified, of course, it gives good punch, is crystal clear, and 
gets good audio reports.... 


One of these days I'll have to get on the air with another BA fan and 
try out the different mikes on the air and just compare the sounds 
with someone interested in BA's and not riceboxes!
